Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 - 12, 15 - 19, and 21 - 35 are allowed 

Conclusion 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure: 

a. Shirakawa (U.S. 6,729,713 B2) discloses alternating light and dark ink cartridges on a 
carriage, Column 8, claim 1. Shirakawa fails to teach the claimed invention wherein a 
combination of light dye ink and dark dye ink is used during the low speed printing and only 
dark dye ink is used for high speed printing.
